diſtances, muſt either be heard all together, 
or occaſion frequent, chargeable, and unne- 
ceſlary attendance of the Claimants, their 
Witneſſes and Councel, and great loſs of 
time to the Court: To prevent the ſaid, and 
other great Inconveniences, the Truſtees do 
hereby g1ve notice to all perſons concerned, 
that from and after the ſeventh day of Fa- 
auary next, they will poſt up, and proceed 
to hear all the Claims not already heard, 
whuch relate to one and the {ame Eſtate to- 
gether ; beginning with the Private Eſtate 
of the late K. Fames, and then going on with 
the reſt of the Eſtates veſted in the Ir: 
{tees, firſt in the Province of Leinſter, then 
in that of Mzzfter, then in that of Connanght, 
and laſtly in that of 7ſter.
